In these duysr of telephones the medicine
closel may seem | superfiully, but experi.
ence lenches every mother that a judicious
use of its contents may obvinie ton fre-
quent ealle for the doctor, and Turnish the
vunce of prevention which s worth a pound
of curae.

If there are children In the house do not,
on dany account, fall to have on hand a
bottlie of syrup or wine of Ipeoae. When
pymploms ol croup are apparcat, give the
child 1= i1 or half<teaspooniul dosos
of Ipoeae, nccorditig to s age, until vomit

ing s dueced, and breathlng s no longer
dittcult

A bortle of camphor, well corked, will ba
found useful for many purposes. A head-
ache lg relleved by bathing the forchead
with camphor. Toothache will vield to a
bit of cotton ssturated with it and plmples
nnd blasckheads will disappear If the af-
fected parts are frequently buthed with this
remedy

Alcohol 8 useful for bathing parts af-
focted by neuralgin or rheumatism, and
arnica (8 comforting for bruises, sprains
and lumps of all soria,

then remove by gently bathing the face
with warm wator and drying it with o hit

A pinch of soda will often relleve tooth-
ache, and when applicd to the sting or lite
of an Inseet will alluy the pain or Hehing
and heal the slight wound

When glycerine Is used for chapped hands
ond lipe be sure to dilute It bafore applying,
especially for the tender skin of a child
Clear glycerine Is much ton harsh for most
skins and proves (njurious rather than
healing. I there Is no rose water at hand
ordinary soft water will answer the pur-

poee, and equal quantities of glycerine and
water should be used,

During cold wenther, and, indeed, at any
geason, one should never wash the face
with soap and water just before going out
Il the face s really solled, rub it all over
thorough'y with cold eream, and then re-
meve the cresam with a soft eloth. Keep a
Jar of the bLest cold cream at hund all the
year arcuml. At the firmt appearance of a
vold sore apply cold cremam, renewing the
application from Ume Lo tUime til the eold
sure disappears.

A bottle of erude vaseline—that s the
plain, unscented kind-—-will be found afilca-
vious when the children have a severe
cold. Internal doses of the vassline, taken
with sumgar, will often prevent the develop-
moent of o cuso of croup, and both vaseline
wnd glyverine, in leaspoonful doses, will
henl o sore throat.

Camphorated oil b= useful for rabbing
the chest and neck In case of u severe culd,
A syuare of flannel, sproad with the ofl,
ghould be worn over the chest when the
patient ls recovering from A severe soro
throat,

While ordinary swoeot oll mixed with tur-
ntinge Ia excollent for burns, it s well to
keep w bottle of collodion at hand, This
seems to relleve the small burns. which
make & child amnd even an adult so very
nervous, more aquickly than anything olae
Rellef ia the Important thing for (hiede
small burns, and the colladion forms o cont-
Ing over the skin which efectunlly rhuls
out all alr. Keep thoe collodion in o durk
